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REMARKS 


In the Office Action, flie Examiner rejected claims 34. 35, 66-69 and 73 USC 102(b). 

Claims 34, 35, 68 and 76 have been cancelled. Claim 66 has been amended to include 
allowable subject matter, particularly the limitations of aUowed dependent daim 76. 
Purtfaermore. the limitations of claim 66 and intervening dependent claim 69 have been 
incorporated into aUowed dependent claims 70-72. Claims 66 and 70-72 (as well as their 
dependents) are therefore aUowable as the Examiner indicated allowable subject matter in the 
outstanding OfSce Action. 

Although these claims have been amended or cancelled, it should be emphasized that this 
•was done to expedite the prosecution of the case. It is nevertheless submitted that the rejections 
in view of Mueller (6,016,038) are unsupported. Tlie Applicant therefore reserves the right to 
pursue these rejected claims in a continuxag aiq>Iication. 

Applicant beUeves that all pending claims 1,4-11, 13-20, 22^31, 36-51, 56-67, and 69-74 
are allowable and respectfully requests a Notice of Allowance for this application fiom the 
Examiner.
